Dorothy Thompson 
To Speak Tuesday 


Dorothy Thompson, America’s 
most-famed woman commentator, 
comes to Andover next Tuesday 
evening as a guest of the Phillips 
club, and will give a lecture on cur- 
rent affairs in George Washington 
hall at 8:30. A lady of many distinc- 
tions, such as having been the wife 
of Sinclair Lewis, serving as a 
radio commentator, conducting a 
widely syndicated news column, 
probably the distinction she prizes 
most is that Adolf Hitler invited 
her to leave Germany in 1934. 

During the first World War and 
the Post-War period, she did suf- 
frage work, advertising-copy writ- 
ing, and social service, until final- 
ly, in 1920, she became foreign cor- 
respondent of the New York Eve- 
ning Post and the Philadelphia Pub- 
lic Ledger in Vienna. Five years 
later she was appointed chief of the 
Central European Service in Berlin, 
where she interviewed, among oth- 
ers, Adolf Hitler. In Berlin, Miss 
Thompson married the noted au- 
thor, Sinclair Lewis. 

In 19386 she was syndicated 
through the Herald Tribune Syndi- 
cate and later through the Bell Syn- 
dicate, Through her thrice-weekly 
column, “On the Record’, broad- 
casting over N.B.C., and writing 
editorials for the Ladies Home 
Journal, Miss Thompson has be- 
come a noted American figure, who 
is not afraid to express publicly 
her provocative opinions. She has 
also been the only woman to ad-

Noncommittal on Salary Question; 
Approves Fire Truck, Snow Loader 


No action on the town salary 
question, approval of the purchase 
of the Shaw property, disapproval 
of the purchase of the Barnard 
property, and approval of all 
articles seeking appropria- 
tions except the West Parish play- 
ground improvement, and _ the 
Princeton avenue acceptance were 
the highlights of the finance com- 
mittee’s annual recommendations 
made public yesterday. 

In presenting its report the com- 
mittee had this to say about the 
salary question: ‘The amounts of 
money approved for the various 
departments for the year 1944 do 
not include any general increases in 
wages over those paid in 1943 ex- 
cept step rate increases. A schedule 
based on a 10 per cent increase up 
to, but not exceeding $100 per year 
to any individual, to apply to all 
employees except those whose 
wages were increased during 1943, 
has been worked out with each de- 
partment. This plan, if put in effect, 
would cost the town about $18000 
per year, or somewhat over $1.00 
on the tax rate.”

school department had formulated 
its budget, although it was making 


no definite recommendation. Other 
departments while not wording 
their increase clause exactly as 
“10% up to $100” were in effect 
following the same course. 


The two departments which 
would be excluded by the clause: 
“to apply to all employees except 
those whose wages were increased 
during 1943” are the Board of Pub- 
lic Works and the tree department. 
It is generally assumed that the 
public works department will seek 
no further raise at town meeting, 
but Tree Warden G. Richard Ab- 
bott in his annual report asks for 
still another five percent increase. 
His men were increased at the time 
of the first raise two years ago, and 
when the Board of Public Works 
increased its rate last summer, he 
inereased the tree scale again. The 
general labor rate now is 68 cents 
per hour, while the cemetery de- 
partment, which did not join in the 
increase last year, is paying 62% 
cents per hour.

Mrs. Tyer then introduced Mr. 
Erickson, Superintendent of 
Schools, who spoke on the School 
Budget. The budget this year pro- 
vides for a $100 cost-of-living raise 
for each School employee . Mr. 
Erickson urged the importance of 
this raise in order that the Andover 
school system may retain the good 
teachers it now has, and be able 
to attract other good peopis to the 
schools in the future. DJutside of 
this raise in salary, the total school 
budget is $3000 less than last year’s 
budget. Appropriations for fuel are 
reduced this year, because there is 
a supply of coal on hand which can 
be used. There is an appropriation 
of $1800 for painting, the money to 
be used in finishing painting in the 
Punchard School and in painting 
some of the elementary schools. An 
item of $3000 is designated for a 
pecial repair job for renovating 
and replacing equipment in the 
basément toilets of the John Dove 
School. Mr. Erickson stated that 
some of the equipment in this base- 
ment is at least forty years old. 
The money would be used for 
painting, new equipment and gen- 
eral cleaning up. Another appropri- 
ation is asked for enlargement of 
the playground at the West Center 
School, where there is now, Mr. 
Erickson stated, a great safety 
hazard. In conclusion, Mr. Erickson 
spoke of a survey which has been 
undertaken of 20 towns comparable 
to Andover, to determine whether 
Andover schools are expensive. He 
stated that comparisons showed 
that, while Andover’s per-pupil cost 
is high, its general items of expense 
are not, but it is low in the number 
of children enrolled in its schools. 
The low enrollment accounts for 
the high per-pupil cost. Mr. Erick- 
son said he felt that there are three 
major future needs in our school 
system: additional practical arts 
courses in the high school, a defin- 
ite testing program in the first 
twelve grades, and more adequate 
housing at the central plant. He 
made a plea for town interest in 
the schools all through the year, 
rather than simply at the time of 
pregentation of the budget. 

Miss Banning of the Junior 
High School spoke briefly of the 
Student Government system which 
works so effectively there. Miss 
Barrett then took the audience 
through an imaginary tour of the 
Jackson, John Dove and Stowe 
schools in order to show some of 
the work done in the classes. 

Two of the candidates for the 
School Board, Mrs. A. Graham Bald- 
win and Mrs. Walter Partridge, 
were introduced and spoke briefly 
of their interest in the school sys- 
tem and their qualifications for 
the office. From the two other can- 
didates, Mr. MacKenzie and Mr. 
Thompson, expressions of regret 
were read that they could not be 
present at the meeting. 

After the meeting adjourned, 
Miss Barrett took several members 
of the audience on a tour of in- 
spection of the basements of the 
Stowe -and of the John Dove 
Schools.

In announcing the results of the 
intensive drive, Chairman Finger 
expressed his sincere thanks for 
the splendid co-operation shown by 
the children, the academy students, 
Superintendent Erickson, the school 
principals and teachers, and the 
Sisters at St. Augustine’s. 


The Phillips academy money is 
all spent already, according to yes- 
terday’s Phillipian. The $22,328 
raised there will buy a _ trainer 
plane, an ambulance and a jeep, 
all to bear a little plate crediting 
Phillips academy’s students.

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LITTLE STEEL—BIG STEAL 


Unless before town meeting some 
definite. policy is formed in connec- 
tion with the town. employees’ re- 
quested wage increase, things 
might very possibly resolve into a 
time - wasting and money - wasting 
mess..What has happened. so. far 
is that some boards have given in- 
creases, some have hoped to give 
increases, othérs haven’t thought 
much about it. 


Several things should definitely 
be kept in mind, and we're going 
to make a suggestion that should 
be followed, but won’t be. 


First, except for the so-called 
white collar worker, there are very 
few persons who haven’t received 
an increase of some sort since the 
war started. These increases in 
most part have been justified be- 
fore the War Labor Board as cost- 
of-living increases, Now, although 
sometimes people forget this, town 
employees are human beings who 
have to go out and buy food and 
clothes and all the other items 
whose price the administration was 
going to keep down but didn’t. 
Town employees in other words 
have been subjected to the same 
increase in the cost of living that 
everyone else has been subjected 
to—and they should have the same 
increase in income as other per- 
sons. That increase should be based 
on the January 1, 1941, salary, and 
should be no more than 15% more 
than it was as of that date. 


Secondly, there is a definite time 
and a definite place for a general 
wage increase to be granted. Each 
board has the legal right to pay 
its non-elective officials and work- 
ers anything that it wishes as long 
as it doesn’t overspend its budget. 
That is a definite legal right, but 
it is not a moral right. In March the 
annual town meeting votes a board 
a certain sum of money; it votes 
that on the basis of a budget which 
has been approved by the finance 
committee in detailed form to cover 
detailed items. It necessarily com- 
prehends then the wage scale that 
is in effect as of the time the bud- 
get is presented. When a board or 
a department, and here of course 
we refer to the Board of Public 
Works and the tree department, 
votes during the course of a year 
to divert some of its work money 
into higher wages for its employees, 
it is then cutting down the amount 
of work that it in effect promised 
the town in March it would do, 
and in lieu of doing that, gives its 
employees more. Yes, we’re for in- 
creases; the B. P. W. laborer and 
the tree department laborer within 
certain limits should have _ in- 
creases, but it should be done in a 


‘manner that is fair to the town. 


The voters of the town should have 
a say in it. That’s twice in three 
years that this has happened; it’s 
about time that this practice should 
end. When the town meeting votes 
an appropriation this time, it 
should be made quite clear to the 
department that it comprehends 
only the general wage increases 
that are included in the figures as 
presented to the finance committee. 

Now for our suggestion which 
won't be followed. In. any discussion 
on town employees you invariably 
hear someone say that the town em- 
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ployees have an easy time of it; 
their jobs are pretty secure; they 
don’t run the risk of going on the 
idle list in depression times, This 
is true, and in some cases unfortu- 
nately so. But it’s not all a bed of 
roses; town employees have some 
6,000 bosses, and that fact alone 
merits them some consideration! 
Those of you who can’t work for 
one boss can imagine what it must 
be like to have 6,000. 


Yes, it is unfortunate that there 
is a tendency toward giving life 
tenure to public employees. Some 
of them take advantage of it, some 
of them forget that they are sup- 
posed to be serving the public, 
some adopt attitudes and practices 
that would not be countenanced in 
private business. There isn’t enough 
firing done in governmental life. 
Yes, we have them here in An- 
dover; inefficient employees who 
were appointed by mistake and 
who have just continued on grow- 
ing progressively worse, plus per- 
sons whose work is so limited that 
someone else could handle it with- 
out too much added strain. 


Our suggestion is this: give our 
worthwhile needed town employees 
—-and there are quite a few worth- 
while ones—give them an increase 
within the Little Steel formula, and 
pay for it by weeding out the ones 
who aren’t needed on the town pay- 
roll and the ones who shouldn’t be 
on the town payroll. 

Give the ones who deserve it an 
increase; don’t keep any who don’t 
deserve it. 


It’s not that there aren’t any 
more clams to purify; it’s not that 
there’s no longer any necessity of 
purifying what clams there are; 
it’s just that the clam purification 
plant down at the mouth of the 
Merrimack in Newburyport made 
a slight profit this year. 

And it’s too bad, too. For several 
years the only chance Fred Butler 
has had to pause for a moment dur- 
ing his annual town meeting reel- 
ing off of departmental budget fig- 
ures—you remember how it goes: 
“Firedepartment$30,000allinfavorof- 
appropriating$30000forthefiredepart- 
mentsayayeopposednotheayeshave- 
itandyouhaveappropriated$30,000.”--- 
where were we? Oh, yes—the only 
chance Fred has had to pause in 
this streamlined procedure has been 
when the item “Clam Purification 
Proportion” or “Proportionate 
Share of Clam Purification Ex- 
pense’ came up. That’s always 
thrown Fred off stride. 

We've tried to unveil the secrecy 
around this appropriation, but you 
know how clams are, especially 
when it comes to being purified. 
But as far as we can make out, what 
happens is this: the Merrimack 
river is a source of pollution to 
these bivalves, and therefore it be- 
comes necessary to unpollute them, 
For several years after the clam 
plant was set into operation, it ran 
inta a deficit, probably because not 
enough clams had heard about the 
great benefits to be derived from 
being purified. However, word got 
around as fast as the clam grape- 
vine could transmit it, and gradu- 
ally more and more clams wended 
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their way to the purification plant. 
During the deficit period, however, 
the towns and cities in the valley 
had to be assessed their propor- 
tionate share of the loss, inasmuch 
as the clams were in no financial 
condition at that time to make up 
the deficit. Some people thought 
it was very shellfish of the clams. 
but it just had to be that way, and 
we paid. After all, why molest the 
mollusks?

Mr. Frost on the Town Hall 


Dear Mr. Editor: 


I was much interested in your 
dialective article under date of 
February 10th. There emerges from 
your pros and cons touching An- 
dover’s need of a ‘New Town Hall,” 
certain statements that call for 
elucidation, e.i. “If we can afford a 
new town hall we should have one.” 
What do you mean by this word 
“afford?” It is a relative word; a 
rich man can afford what a poor 
man cannot. Is a man rich who 
needs to run in debt for the neces- 
sities of life? Is Andover rich when 
she owes between $200,000 and 
$300,000 for the clothes on her 
back? Or is her rich condition 
measured by ther ability to borrow 
money, bearing interest? Andover 
would not find it difficult to float 
a bond for $1,000,000. In this case, 
can Andover be said to ‘afford’ a 
“new town hall’ at a cost of 
$300,000 or $400,000? Should the 
limit of one’s credit be the measur- 
ing rod of one’s expenditures? This 
seems to be implied in your use of 
the word “afford:” “If we can af- 
ford a new town hall we should 
have one.” Since a “new town hall” 
is not a necessity but a pure luxury 
why would it be wiser for the town 
to run in debt for some luxury than 
for you to run in debt for some 
luxury in your ‘business or in your 
home? If your debts are paid and 
you have a surplus of money, after 
providing for probable future con- 
tingencies, you might wisely “af- 
ford” a few luxuries. To thus in- 
dulge your taste on convenience 
because of your easy credit would 
‘be a sure mark of inferior wisdom. 
And what would be true of you 
under those circumstances would be 
equally true of Andover’s citizens. 


I note one other arbitrary state- 
ment in your editorial which calls 
loudly for explanation. Here it is: 
“Our town hall isn’t a credit to our 
town, it’s ugly, it’s an eyesore, it’s 
a relic of a type that deserves no 
reverence, it’s not Andover.” By 
what standard of architecture do 
you justify such statements You 
say it represents a “type that de- 
serves no reverence,” what “type” 
have you in mind? The building is 
of the Colonial type, as also the 
new church on Andover Hill. It is 
the style of most of the dormitories 
there, it is a style being adopted by 
architects of many new buildings; 
plain, well-proportioned, substan- 
tial and void of accessories. Would 
you regard the “Shaw house” pre- 
ferable to a house (colonial) built 
by Edwin Brewster 25 years ago? 
I know of no architect of repute 
who would agree with you if you 
do. One of the leading architects of 
N. Y. City was full of praise for 


the colonial style of architecture. 
I’ve ridden miles with him to visit 
some colonial church. How about 
the Old South church, this repre- 
sents the “style that deserves no 
reverence.” 


I have written you thus at length 
not. in expectation that you will 
publish this letter, but to ask that 
you correct the vague impression 
growing out of ill-defined § state- 
ments in your last editorial,

(Ed. Note—In the event that any others 
did not understand what the word “af. 
ford’’ meant in last week’s editorial, we 
give you Webster's definition: To be able 
to expend without suffering; or to be able 
to bear expenses, or the price of the thing 
purchased”. In other words, if the towns- 
people are able to bear the expense of a 
new town office building (a better choice 
of words than “‘town hall’ since no new 
hall is proposed), we feel that they should 
have it. As to whether or not they can 
afford it, we don‘t know; they do, and the 
majority of the town meeting will deter- 
mine that when the time comes. If the ma- 
jority of the town meeting say they can 
“bear the price of the thing Purchased”, 
ee to us means that the town can af- 
ord it. 


Yes, we like the Colonial style of archi- 
tecture, very much. But somehow we can’t 
compare, as Mr. Frost does, our present 
town hall with the Cochran chapel or with 
the old South church. Regardless of what 
general style of architecture the present 
hall is, it still is ugly, it still is an eyesore, 
and to. change the wording slightly to 
avoid what Mr. Frost thought was a com- 
prehensive criticism of our favorite type 
of architecture, the town hall is the kind 
of a “relic that deserves no reverence’. 
Nobody can stand in front of our town hall 
and point it out proudly to strangers, say- 
ing: “‘And there, fellows, is Andover's 
town hall; isn’t it beautiful?”’)

One of the forum discussions is 
to ask whether America will make 
a people’s peace or a politicians’ 
peace. Let us hope the session be- 
gins by defining the question, tell- 
ing whether a people’s peace is a 
peace such as the people wish or 
such as the people need.

The 
open differences of opinion about 
the peace are such as to make it 
clear that one side or another has 
the wrong idea and wants a peace 
such as would not be best for the 
people’s interests.

‘by an American referendum vote, 
would vote for a peace that would 
not be very good for the American 
people.
